THE LOST WORD FOUND 


Z7AAN HAS felt for generations that the 
4q key to spiritual understanding and 
rs 4 power has been lost. Students of re- 
¥—4 ligion and spiritual philosophy have 
sought for some affirmation or word that 
would help them more easily to enter and live 
in spiritual consciousness. Teachers of the 
new Christianity often promise their students 
the secret word that will open to them the doors 
and windows of heaven. 

How often we have pondered over these 
words: “In the beginning was the Word, and 
the Word was with God, and the Word was 
God.” It is a sentence that has baffled stu- 
dents of theology throughout all time. It seems 
to be something almost apart from the rest 
of the Bible. “The Word was with God.” Let 
us me of it in this way: The Word was “with 
God.” 

Aside from various interpretations that 
may be given to the whole sentence, we can 
find a great deal of interest in this part of it: 
The Word was “with God.” What if those 
who are seeking the lost word or key to spir- 
itual consciousness would use this word: “With 
God’! What if they would use the simple 
thought “With God” in all their deliberations 
and dealings! 

The 1st chapter of the New Testament re- 
calls to our mind the promise in Isaiah that 
the son of the virgin should bear the name of 
Immanuel ; but it was a secret or mystical name. 
When Jesus came in person He was never re- 
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ferred to as Immanuel. This mystical name 
is nothing but the Hebrew for “God with us.” 
The Savior that comes to us is the word “God 
with us.” Students of Truth for some reason 
or other have failed to see the power of the 
word Immanuel. Remember, the Word was 
“with God.” Also, the saving word is “God 
with us.” 

What more could we hope to obtain through 
finding the lost word than to find the conscious- 
ness that God, the good, is always with us and 
we are always one with Him? What better 
affirmation could we use than “God with us’? 
Certainly, the realization of the truth of this 
thought puts an end to all limitation and ad- 
versity. Surely, if God is with us, there can- 
not be anything unlike God with us. If we 
realize that He is ever with us, we cannot think 
of having with us something that is evil in 
its nature. 

Immanuel! This is the sacred name by 
which the Savior was promised to mankind. 
Man was to know the mystical Christ as “God 
with us” even though the person who later ap- 
peared was given the name of Jesus. Why 
should not man always know that God or Christ 
is with him even though to fleshly eyes he may 
not be able to behold the man Jesus? Why 
should not man take “Immanuel,” this secret 
word, as his word of power? Even when in 
trouble and distress he can use the word “God 
with us,” and see it do its mystical and secret 
work of power. In time of disease, he can 














know that the mystical Christ is with him 
through his consciousness of “God with us.” 

The “lost word” is the lost authority, under- 
standing, and consciousness. When an execu- 
tive gives or sends his word he gives or sends 
authority. The most timid employee when 
bearing the word or authority of his chief feels 
a sense of confidence and assurance. We, in 
turn, can do all things when we know that we 
have with us the word and authority of Christ. 

When next you need help, take the word 
“God with us.” If you want to make it more 
direct, change it to “God is ever with me.” 
Jesus did not remind us of His secret name 
Immanuel, but He did say, “Lo, I am with you 
always,” which conveys the same thought. This 
is the last verse of the last chapter of Matthew, 
the first chapter of which recalls to mind the 
name Immanuel. 

The Christ within us says, “I am with you 
always. When you believe in fear, I am right 
with you to inspire you to confidence. When 
you believe in disease, I am with you to direct 
you to the truth about your health. When you 
think of lack or failure, I am with you as your 
bread of life, as your constant inspiration to 
succeed. When things of the external world 
— to be a disappointment, I am with you 
still.” 

The most fundamental of all teachings of 
Unity School is that of God’s unity with man: 
God with us. We claim the promise of the 
Christ and know that He is with us always.

S7aOUR REACTIONS to the little situa- 
} Vii tions in life make you either healthy 
bey (2% or unhealthy in mind and in body. If 
-_ you are inclined to resist and to fight 
in mind the situations you have to meet, you 
will find that you set up a state of tension in 
the body. If you are unfriendly toward the 
persons you meet, your mental attitude causes 
an adverse state in your physical condition. 
If you are loving in your reactions, your physi- 
cal body receives a certain loving reaction. 

We have our choice in the matter of reac- 
tions. No external power or person has the 
power to decide for us what our reaction shall . 
be. We alone decide such a matter. We can be 
loving or kind in our relations with others. 
We can approach our work in either a happy 
or an unhappy spirit. We can be either re- 
= or unresponsive in meeting our fel- 
ows. 

One of the greatest blessings that is ours 
to enjoy is our freedom to think what we want 
to think. No one else can in any way cause 
us to think something that we do not want to 
think. We can think in terms of love even 
though the whole world should want us to 
think in terms of hate and fear. We can train 
ourselves to react wholesomely and healthily 
to all situations. 

I recall an experience I had several years 
ago that makes a good illustration. One eve- 
ning I had an engagement, which seemed to 
become more undesirable as the time for it 
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drew near. I went out to the house, stopped 
my car, and began to analyze my thoughts and 
feelings. I seemed to be mentally set against 
meeting the engagement. In the language we 
often hear about such feelings, I would rather 
have taken a licking than meet the situation. 

I was rather young in the study of Truth 
at the time, but my understanding was suffi- 
cient to help me get hold of myself. It dawned 
on me that my whole resistance to the situation 
was mental and that I had allowed my adverse 
thought to magnify itself so that my good judg- 
ment was more or less obscured. I began to 
, think of several friends who would enjoy the 
engagement; something that had not been given 
them to enjoy. I realized that there were many 
present who would enjoy the evening. This 
line of thinking caused me to see that my whole 
problem was mental and that I could not go 
ahead save with a change of mind. Suddenly 
I had this change of mind and the whole situa- 
tion became laughable. 

I had a most delightful evening, made 
several new friends, and learned quite a les- 
son. The next day I heard that one person 
had remarked about my congeniality! Secretly 
I thought what a different impression he would 
have had if I had not changed my mental at- 
titude! 

This experience shows how a miserable eve- 
ning in prospect was changed into a most de- 
lightful one. We can be on the safe side only 
by keeping our mind peaceful and friendly. 

















HEALTHY REACTIONS 11 
No doubt, there is many a person who has 
lost friends and money because he did not know 
the secret of acquiring a healthy mental reac- 
tion. A young salesman without a healthy and 
wholesome mental attitude cannot get very far 
in his business. The young woman who is un- 
healthy in her thinking, unkind in her rela- 
tions with others, finds herself in ill health and 
with a limited number of friends. 

A peaceful and healthy mental attitude is 
sure to have its reward. Such an attitude helps 
us to manifest peace and health in our physical 
body. Such a state of mind will certainly draw 
to us congenial friends and associates. The 
very Spirit of God is revealed in the mind of 
the peaceful person. 

The congenial and responsive person has 
reacted in a healthy way to situations so often 
that it has become second nature to him. His 
congenial attitude shows the inner working of 
his mind. He reacts to life itself in a friendly 
manner, and life in turn is kind to him. He 
is responsive and receptive to all that life be- 
stows upon him, and life is generous in the 
giving.

As we 

meditate on the allness of God, we cease to 
believe that evil can exist in Truth. 

Knowing that God is omnipotent, we begin 
to think less and less of sin, evil, disease, and 
lack. We realize that He prevails in us and 
in our affairs as omnipotent good. We dis- 
cover the mighty truth that evil becomes as 
nothing when we think of the omnipotence of 
good. 

The all-powerfulness of God must early be 
understood in the study of Truth, otherwise 
the student will not be able to understand the 
nature of evil or that which is unlike God.
